Mr. Osborn characterized the draft changes to the DCID 
produced by the working group as a fine document, but noted that 
it would not completely satisfy certain internal requirements. The 
Chairman then suggested several modifications of the working 


group's draft, and opened the matter for discussion. 

In the extended discussion which followed, all Members 
expressed their opinions on the draft changes and noted their impact 
on DCID 6/3. At the conclus ion of the discussion, it was agreed to 
accept the working group's draft; to maintain U. S. citizenship as a 
non -waiver able criterion; to strike the word "marriage" from 
paragraph 3(2); to add "physical, mental and other forms of duress"
